The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
the first fluid comprises the birefringent part, the first and second radiation beams 
having different polarisations, characterised in that: the fluid chamber contains a second 
fluid, the first and second fluids having different indices of refraction and the interface 
between the fluids forming a meniscus; and the birefringent part is arranged such that a 
variation in the configuration of the meniscus causes said variation in the characteristics 
of the first radiation beam and the second radiation beam in combination with the rest of 
claim 1. 

It is noted that the claim 1 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim. 

The prior art, either alone or in combination, does not disclose or render obvious 
the fluid chamber contains a second fluid, the first and second fluids having different 
indices of refraction and the interface between the fluids forming a meniscus; the 
birefringent part is arranged such that a variation in the configuration of the meniscus 
causes said variation in the characteristics of the first radiation beam and the second 
radiation beam; and the birefringent part has a refractive surface which is curved, and 
the fluid chamber is arranged to produce a plurality of different meniscus configurations, 
in which the meniscus is curved in combination with the rest of claim 12. 
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It is noted that the claim 12 is allowable because the unique combination of each 
and every specific element stated in the claim.
